Chairman Wadleigh spent five days at this conference and participated in 
the section on group work, He pointed out that the conference wasn't very 
representive since most of the people attending lived within 100 miles of New 
York City. Consequently in the future, alternate conferences will be regional, 
perhaps having 6-10 of them, Conferences are held every two years so one time 
there would be a nation-wide conference in N,Y.C, and the next time there would 
be this series on a regional basis, 


Owe chairman found the accomplishments of UNESCO very inspiring and pointed 
out particularly that 4-H Clubs could help actively by: 


a, Arranging trips for young people to UNESCO meetings 


b, Participating in the gift coupon plan.

2. Extension Committee on Organization and Policy, April, 1952 


Chairman Wadleigh reported he had discussed the following matters at this

These have undergone several revisions and in April were reviewed 
by six donor representatives and Kenneth H, Anderson. The attitude 
was marvelous and the group suggested some changes in wording which 
strengthen the principles we had in mind. 


Director Coke moved, it was seconded and carried unanimously that 
the criteria be presented to the Extension Committee on Organiza- 
tion and Policy for their approval, 


It was felt that many difficulties arose because Extension workers 
had no policy or suggested procedure in writing which could be used 
as a guide, 

Mr. Lineweaver, in consultation with several others developed 
suggested procedures for adopting awards programs on a national, 
state and county basis, 

Miss Rowe moved, it was seconded and carried unanimously that 

these suggested procedures go to the Extension Committee on Organi- 
zation and Policy to see if they wanted to have them recommended 

as policy. 

The Extension Committee on Organization and Policy approved the 
criteria and the procedures and suggested that both be reviewed 
with the State Club Leaders attending National 4-H Club Camp, 


Mr, Lineweaver reviewed this material with the State 4-H Club 
Leaders on June 24, 1952, 


Kenneth Anderson indicated that the Criteria will be placed in the 
1953 4-H Awards Handbook,

Policy and Plan in Keeping with Sound Educational Procedures--Hutton,

Mr. Hutton was not present to report, 


Procedures and Forms--Rowe, Hansen, McKee 
Miss Rowe reported that the committee has gotten together an exhibit 
of the forms used in the States and has a pool of comments and recom- 
mendations, Based on this information they raise the following 
questions:

Could one uniform report be devised to use with all clubs making a report 
on their program whether it's Recreation and Rural Arts, Health, or what 
have you? 


ACTION Director Brown moved, it was seconded and carried unanimously that 
TAKEN this be accepted as a progress report and the committee commended 
and continued, 


Mr, Lineweaver then pointed out that Carlton Edwards, 4-H Agriculture 
Engineering Specialist, New York State is to have a Sabbatic leave and is 
interested in helping with a study in this field, Also, the National Committee 
on Boys and Girls Club Work has offered to pay the expenses for a meeting of 
the committee in Vermont, August 5-6 to whip through a plan of action. 


ACTION Mr, Foster moved, it was seconded and carried unanimously that we 

TAKEN authorize Mr, Lineweaver to contact Carlton Edwards to determine 
whether his anticipated study would contribute to the strengthening 
of the National 4-H Awards Program and if so, he be asked to attend 
the committee meeting in Vermont, 


2. Committee to Study 4-H Projects and Activities that Need Sponsorship to 
Strengthen and Advance 4-H Club Work--Seott, Downey, Troth, Barker 


Miss Scott presented the pooled results of the survey taken by her 
committee and reviewed their discussions. 


ACTION Miss Rowe moved, it was seconded and carried unanimously that the 
TAKEN report including the list of activities obtained from the survey, 
be accepted with commendation and the committee discharged, 


Miss Scott submitted a motion from her committee asking that a special 
committee be appointed to develop a national program in 4-H leadership train- 
ing since the survey showed this to be one of the greatest needs, 


ACTION After discussion Miss Fenn moved, it was seconded and carried unani- 
TAKEN mously that this assignment be referred to Aubry Scott's Committee 
on Developing a Broad Training Program for Extension Agents and 
Volunteer Ieaders and that the Federal Extension office be asked 
to arrange for the members of this committee to have a meeting. 


3. Committee to Study Policy Regarding International Judging Trips and Awards 
Downey, Staver, Taff, Hollar, 


Mylo Downey reported that through correspondence his committee had con-

tion program to the International Farm Youth Exchangees, Policy for participa- 
tion in dairy cattle judging has already been establisned in 1948-49, At 
present there is no official national 4-H Livestock Judging Contest, Chairman 
Wadleigh asked Mr. Downey's committee to explore possibilities of international 
judging contests to be held in the U, S, and inviting teams from other countries 
to participate, Committee members were divided in opinion on the matter of 
national financing for teams competing in international contests. 


ACTION Mr. Lineweaver moved, it was seconded and carried unanimously that 
TAKEN this be accepted as a progress report and the committee continued.

Miss Warren displayed a mimeographed publication of statements gathered

TAKEN commend this committee and they be asked to assemble a compila- 
tion of policy statements previously made by the Extension Sub- 
committee on 4~H Club work and approved by the Extension Committee 
on Organization and Policy.

Mr. Foster reported that this committee met March 17-18, 1952 and had pre- 
pared an eight page progress report for presentation to and discussion with the 
State 4-H Club Leaders at National 4-H Club camp, This was done on June 19, 
19526 


ACTION Albert Hoefer moved, it was seconded and carried that the State 4~H 
TAKEN Club Leaders accept the report with minor changes, 


Mr. Foster moved, it was seconded and carried unanimously that the Exten- 
sion Subcommittee on 4-H Club Work accept the report pending editorial changes, 
place it in the hands of the Committee on Authorization of the 4~H Name and 
Emblem which serves the Secretary of Agriculture and the Federal Extension 
Service and that the special study committee be discharged. 


Miss Fenn moved, it was seconded and carried unanimously that we recommend 
that the Federal Director of Extension arrange for the general distribution 
of a statement covering the guiding principles on the use of the 4-H name and/or 
emblem to all members of the Extension staffs.

REPORTS OF OTHER COMMITTEES AND SURVEYS SINCE LAST MEETING 


1. Bicycle Safety Program 


The regional representatives polled their states to see their interest in 
having the bicycle safety material produced in New York State made available in 
quantity. The results were somewhat inconclusive and some interpreted this as 
meaning another awards program would be started rather than a matter of supply- 
ing literature, 


ACTION Mr, Lineweaver moved, it was seconded and carried unanimously that 
TAKEN we ask the National Committee on Boys and Girls Club work to supply 
this material for use by the states on a request basis, 


2. Farm Machinery and Tractor Maintenance 


Mr, Leon McNair gave a report from the Tractor Maintenance Literature 
Committee which was reviewed and discussed, 


It now appears there is no organizational connection between the Tractor 
Maintenance Literature Committee and the Extension Subcommittee on 4-H Club 
Work and that the Extension Subcommittee on 4-H Club Work had no responsibili- 
ty in appointing the Tractor Maintenance Literature Committee in the first 
place, 


In order to improve the organizational relationship and responsibility, 
we recommend that a Tractor Maintenance and Farm Machinery Committee be set 
up by the Extension Subcommittee on 4-H Club Work--this new committee to be 
composed of all Extension representatives on the present literature committee, 
with two additional State Club Leaders, a representative of the National 
Committee on Boys and Girls Club Work (Leon McNair), a representative of the 
oil companies (Mr, Porter) and with Mr. A, G. Kettunem and (to be named) as 
Co-Chairmen, It shall be the responsibility of this committee to study the 
present program and maxe suggestions for changes (also the inclusion of 
Farm Machinery Maintenance into the Tractor Program) to thé Extension Sub~ 
committee on 4-H Club Work at its next meeting in November, 


3. Poultry Jude 


ing, an Invitational or National Event 

The regional representatives polled their states because the request had 
come from the group conducting the invitational event in Chicago that it be 
made national, 
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ACTION Miss Rowe moved, it was seconded and carried unanimously that due 

TAKEN to the inconclusive results of the poll, action be delayed until 
the Junior Fact Finding Clinic proposal was reviewed and the in- 
formation be turned over to Mr. Lineweaver's committee 


3a, Junior Fact Finding Clinic, Kansas City 


Miss Fenn presented a proposal for a Junior Fact Finding Clinie in 
connection with adult meeting sponsored by the Institute of American Poultry 
Industries and suggested this idea embodied many guiding principles which 
might serve as a pattern for youth meetings in connection with adult events, 


ACTION Director Coke moved, it was seconded and carried unanimously that 


TAKEN we endorse the idea and suggest those concerned try it on an 
invitational basis especially in those states adjacent to Kansas 
City. 


4, Reereation and Rural Arts 


Mr, Foster reported informally on the 4-H Recreation and Rural Arts 
Committee meeting held at the time of the American Camping Association Con- 
vention in Chicago and mentioned that the Extension Section of the American 
Camping Association drew an attendance of 40 for one day, 


He said a 10 best games booklet was being developed and a committee 
workshop was contemplated, Since this group was interested in simplyfying 
the Recreation and Rural Arts report it was suggested that Mr. Foster 
ecordinate this with Miss Rowe's Committee on procedures and forms, 


Later a full typewritten report was received from the committee, 


ACTION Miss Scott moved, it was seconded and carried unanimously that the 
TAKEN report be accepted and due to lack of time that action be deferred 
until the November meeting. 


5e 4-H Program in Cooperative Education 


Mr. J. L, Robinson reviewed the progress that had been made with youth 
work and described the youth sessions to be held as a part of the American 
Institute of Cooperation meeting at East Lansing, Michigan August 10-14, It 
was suggested this might be developed in the form of a workshop or institute 
for older youth, 


ACTION Director Brown moved, it was seconded and carried unanimously that 

TAKEN we commend the cooperative program for the serious consideration 
of all states and that we commend Mr, Robinson for the excellent 
report and fine material prepared on this program, 


6, Chicago Defender Scholarships for Negro 4-H Club Members 


Mr, Foster reported that nominees of Negro boys and girls had been 
receiveds that the Chicago Defender had been informed of the procedure and 
they indicated the desire to try it a year before taking further steps. 
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ACTION Mr, Foster was authorized to work with the Awards Committee for Negro 
TAKEN Donors and the continuation of the Chicago Defender scholarships was 
approved if this group wanted to proceed. 


7. Quotas at National 4-H Club Congress 


Because of objections by a few states over the previous action concerning 
quotas and the suggestion that the number of foreign guests be reduced our 
committee reconsidered the matter, 


The committee saw no reason for changing its previous action because 
foreign guests are limited to 30 with a maximum of four from any one country 
and if decreased would not make any material difference in state quotas, 


ACTION Mr. Lineweaver moved, it was seconded and carried unanimously that 
TAKEN we reaffirm our position on state quotas and foreign guests, 


8, County 4-H Progress Program (Also called County Achievement and County 
Evaluation Program during the course of development) 


Mr, Lineweaver and Mr, Wadleigh reported on the work done to further 
clarify this plan including the information to be requested from counties and 
subsequent possible evaluation study of county programs using a schedule 
developed by Mrs, Laurel Sabrosky. Discussion brought out that there could be 
an opportunity here to assist counties in preparing more effective annual 
reports, 


The purposes of this program ares 


a. To recognize those counties throughout the country doing high level 
4-H Club work, 

b, To identify and publicize successful techniques, methods, and pro- 
cedures that enroll and hold boys and girls as 4-H members and

TAKEN tion and Policy and approved on the basis that it be tested by use 
in 1953 and reviewed one year from now, 
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ADDITIONAL ITEMS CONSIDERED 
1. National 4-H Club Camp 


Miss Warren and Mr. Foster reviewed plans and items particularly related 
to the work of the Extension Subcommittee on 4-H Club work, 


On June 23, Miss Scott introduced Gordon Furstenau, Michigan, chairman, 
and Tommie Lou Johnson, Florida, secretary of the Delegates Advisory 
Committee who made a progress report on the National 4-H Club Camp program, 
Chairman Wadleigh commended the young people and there was discussion on some 
of the points, On June 25 the eight young peonle on the committee gave their 
final revort to the State Club Leaders, Their suggestions were turned over 
to the 4-H Club people in the Federal Extension Service for use in planning 
next year's event, 


2. The 4-H "Creed" Question 


Because of the fact that the present so-called National 4~H Creed has been 
in use for many vears and is particularly adapted for 4-H members and the new 
ereed by Dr. C. B, Smith expresses so well a philosophy of 4-H leadership, the 
committee reconsidered their previous action, 


ACTION Miss Warren moved, it was seconded and carried unanimously that Dr. 
TAKEN C. B, Smith's creed be adopted as a national creed for 4-H leaders 
and the former creed be retained as a national 4-H member's creed, 


This was presented to the Extension Committee on Organization and Policy 
and approved, 


Some controversy over this action arose later at a meeting of the State 
Club Leaders but so few voted on the matter that the results did not appear 
conclusive. 


3, Change in National 4-H Achievement Week 


Miss Warren pointed out that many editors objected to two 4-H weeks and 
that there was a resistance to weeks as such, After much discussion it was 
agreed to ask for a change to a National 4-H Achievement Day to correlate 
with the various achievement days held in Counties and States throughout the 
nation, 


ACTION This was submitted to the Extension Committee on Organization and 

TAKEN and Policy which approved November 8, 1952 as National 4-H 
Achievement Day and asked that further consideration be given next 
year to setting a definite Saturday in November for this day with 
particular attention to the relation of this date to election time. 


3a, Change in Manuals for National Observances 


Miss Warren indicated that due to printing costs, it may be necessary 
to combine the manuals for National 4-H Club Week, Rural Life Sunday and 
National 4-H Achievement Day into one publication. 
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4. Textile Bag Manufacturers Association Program 


Chairman Wadleigh reported on this program, Very careful consideration 
was given to the way that this particular offer came about and the letter from 
Mr, J, F, Panchot of this association.

The proposal will be reviewed by the Federal 4-H Club Office which will 
approve if it meets the criteria for an award program, activity, or event, 
After review, it will be submitted to the Extension Sub-Committee on

SUMMARY OF STATE CLUB LEADERS! DISCUSSION ON "What Kind of a 4-H Event Do We 
Want in Our Nation's Capitol?" 


June 25, 1952 


1, Should the 4-H event in our nation's capitol be planned with the idea in 
mind that it is the apex of our citizenship, program-planning and leader- 
training program? 


Majority opinion — yes. 
Other suggestions: 
1. Delete "program planning" 
2. Delete "program planning and leader training program" 
3, Continue emphasis on citizenship or Know your Government 


2. Would it be a good idea to have states represented on the basis of the 
number of members enrolled? For example, a minimum of two girls and two 
boys for all states with 10,000 members or less, and a maximum of four 
girls and four boys for all those with 50,000 or more, with one addition- 
al delegate for each 10,000 members between 10,000 and 50,000. 


Majority opinion = no, 

Other suggestions: 
1. Increase number if total inerease does not exceed 100, 
2. Increase some but have a maximum. 


3, Should consideration be given to having local adult leaders represented on 
the basis of say--one woman and one man per state? 


Majority opinion = no, 
Other suggestions: 

1. If adequate facilities, give consideration to including leaders. 

2. Give consideration to developing a special event for leaders at 
National 4-H Club center. 

3. "Yes, we should consider having some local leaders attend the 
event, The problem would be to get the States to select leaders 
who will make real contributions to the program rather than 
select some deserving people whom they hope to honor by a trip 
to the nation’s capitol." 

4. "A group of adult leaders might be very valuable in supplying 
ideas for materials to be prepared nationally. They should 
also contribute much through thinking together on problems 
nationwide in scope, There is so much to be done in the areas 
of leader training, program planning and citizenship--surely 
the top local leaders from the States should be able to give 
some valuable guidance in strengthening those phases of the 
program, Something should be established in the way of a guide 
for selection of those leaders so that they are selected on a 
basis of what they can bring back to the state and feel that 
they go with a definite responsibility to the state,"

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An increase in state delegations will mean securing additional funds for 


expenses, Would this be a problem and what ideas do you have for obtain- 


ing additional support? 


Since the majority voted against increasing state delegation there was 
little discussion reported on this queStion, Where opinions were indi- 
cated it was about evenly divided, 


Would an increase in the size of the event complicate procedural arrange- 


ments to such an extent that some of the very fine things in the present 
National 4-H Club Camp would have to be deleted or lost? 


Majority opinion: Yes, 

Other opinions 
Need not be so, Would depend upon completeness of planning and 
organization. 


Since this national event is no longer a camp in the true sense of the 
word, should it have a different name, for example, National 4-H Capitol 
Convention? (Or what would you suggest?) 


Majority opinion: Favor change in name, but no group was prepared with a 


specific name recommendation which they felt they could heartily 
endorse, 


One group reported no conclusion on this question, 


Various names suggested for consideration weres 
National 4-H Assembly 
National 4-H Senate 
National 4-H Citizenship Conclave 
National 4-H Conference or Convocation 
National 4-H Citizenship Conference 
National 4-H Citizenship Roundup or Rally 


To what extent should representatives from the state delegations give 
recommendations and suggestions for the program of this national 4-H 
event? 


The majority did not have adequate time to discuss this question. One 
group favored continuing the Delegates Advisory Committee, One group 
indicated that the program was mainly the responsibility of the Exten- 
sion Subcommittee on 4-H Club Work. 


Another opinion, "The delegates from the States should have a lot to 
say about the program for this national event. We all know the impor- 
tance of planning from the group up rather than from the top down," 
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
